The notice is being published bv 
the state auditor in compliance with 
a resolution authorizing such action 
adopted by the state board of equal­ 
ization at a recent meeting, and the 
purpose aimed at is to remove from 
the bands of the representatives of 
the large public service corporations 
at least one of the technical objec­ 
tions, which has become chronic in 
their efforts to resist the payment 
of taxes.

Ordinance Number 205. 


An Ordinance relating to and regu­ 
lating the keeping and harboring 
dogs in the City of Ada, Oklahoma. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Councilmen of the 
City

Oklahoma: 
IX * Tax—Duty of Marshal. 
Section I. Any person desiring to 
own, keep or harbor any dog, bitch 
or whelp within the corporate limits 
of the City of Ada, Oklahoma, shall 
first pay the City Clerk annually the 
sum of one dollar for each dog, bitch 
or whelp owned, kept or harbored 
by him as a license tax, whereupon 
a license shall be issued by said 
clerk to said persons, which shall 
contain 
a description of the dog, 
bitch or whelp to keep, such per­ 
son is thereby licensed; said license 
shall be signed by the Mayor and 
attested by the City Clerk who shall 
attach thereto the seal of the City. 
All license issued under the pro­ 
visions of this Ordinance shall expire 
on the F irst day of April after their 
date, and the owner, keeper or har­ 
borer of any such dog, bitch or whelp 
shall put or cause to be put around 
the neck of same a good and suffi­ 
cient band or collar with the word

given no proper opportunity to sub- 
mit facts to the state board of equal- 
ization bearing on the proper assess- 
ment of their property and the rela- 
tive equalization of the value of 
same with that of other classes of 
property in the state, State Audi- 
tor M. E. Trapp, is causing to be 
published in several newspapers of 
general circulation throughout the 
state, a notice advising such public 
service^ corporations that any such 
information which they desire to sub- 
mit to the state board of equaliza- 
tion will be considered at a meet- 
ing of the board to be held for that 
purpose on April 18th. 


The notice is being published by 


the state auditor in compliance with 
a resolution authorizing such action 
adopted by the state board of equal- 
ization at a recent meeting, and the 
| purpose aimed at is to remove from 
the hands of the representatives of 
the large public service corporations, 
at least one of the technical objec- 
tions, which has become chronic in 
their efforts to resist the payment 
of taxes. 


In several suits restraining the 


collection of taxes for former years, 
attorneys for the railroads have set 
up as one of their claims in equity 
that the assessment of their property 
by the state board was made with- 
out giving them a fair opportunity to 
be heard and that they were af- 
forded no chance to prove before 
the state board of equalization their 
contention that the value of their 
property in the state was relative- 
ly higher in proportion* to its real 
value than was the value of farm

Section 1 Any person desiring to 


own, keep or harbor any dog, bitch 
or whelp within the corporate limits 
•ot the City of Ada, Oklahoma, shall 
first pay the City Clerk annually the 
sum of one dollar for each dog, bitch 
or whelp owned, kept or harbored 
oy him as a license tax, \\he-eupon 
a license shall be Issued by said 
clerk to said persons, whicn shall 
contain a description of the dog, 
bitch or whelp to keep, such per- 
son Is thereby licensed 
said license 


shall be signed by the Mayor and 
attested by the City Clerk who shall 
attach thereto the seal of the City 
All license Issued under the pro- 
visions ot this Ordinance shall expire 
on the First day of April after their

An Ordinance relating to and creat 


Ing the offices of assistant police- 
men in the City of Ada,, Oklahoma 
and defining their duties 


Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 


Councilmen of the 
City of Ada 


Oklahoma: 


Duty of Mayor and Council. 


Section 1 That hereafter It shall 


be the duty of the Wayor and City 
Councilmen at their flrst regular 
meeting during the month of May 
each year to determine the number 
of assistant policemen and appoin 
same for the ensuing year, ^vho shal 
hold their office for the term of one 
year unless otherwise ordered by 
the Council as hereinafter provided 
but the Mayor or Marshal may ap- 
point such extra policemen as they 
nay deem necessary on public oc- 
casions 
Duties of Assistant Policemen. 


Section 2 
It shall be the duty 


of the several assistant policemen to 
perform such services as may be as- 
signed them by the Mayor or Mar- 
shal agreeable to the ordinances of 
this City, and they are authorized 
and required to arrest any ana all 
persons who shall be detected in vio- 
lating any of the ordinances of the 
city, they shall also arrest all night- 
walkers, and all such persons as may 
be found lurking about under sus- 
picious circumstances and to secure 
them for examination before the po- 
lice Judge, and in genera) they shall 
have and exercise such powers and 
perform such duties as the protection 
of life and property and the pre- 
servation of peace and good order 
may require They shall meet at the 
office of the Marshal or Chief of (Po- 
lice at the City Hall, at seven o'clock 
A M and seven o'clock P M, sign 
a register to be kept by the Mar- 
shal or Chief of Police for that pur- 
pose, and receive instructions and 
assignments of duty, that those go- 
ing on duty at seven o'clock A M 
shall remain on duty until seven 
o'clock P M, at which time they 
shall meet at the Office of the Mar- 
shal or Chief of Police and make 
written report to said chief of all 
official actions taken by them while 
on duty, that those going on duty at 
seven o'clock P M, shall remain on 
duty until seven o clock A M, at 
which time they shall meet at the 
office of the Marshal or Chief of 
Police and make written report to 
said chief of all official actions tak- 
en by them while on duty, said re- 


ports to be made In a book or upon 
blank forms to be kept by said Mar- 
shal-or Chief of Police for that pur- 
pose, which shall be open for inspec- 
tion at all times 
Sanitary Policeman. 


Section 3 That in. addition to the 


above authority and duties one of said 
assistant policemen, provided for by 
this ordinance shall be known as a 
special sanitary officer and shall be 
under the direct supervision of the 
Mayor and Marshall or Chief of Po- 
lice whose duties Jn addition $o 
those set out above shall be such as 
may be directed by the Mayor or 
Chief of Police or either of them 
in enforcing the Sanitary laws of 
the City 
Salary of Assistant Policemen.

That 
each 
assistant 


policemen shall receive for all his 
services the sum of Fifty Dollars per 
month, payable monthly, and the 
same feea as are allowed the mar- 
shal or Chief of Police 
Council May Bemove. 


Section o 
Any assistant policeman, 


who fails to perform any of the 
requirements of this ordinance shall 
3e subject to removal, or the (Mayor 
and Council may upon the recommen- 
dation of the Chief of Police or Mar- 
shal, or at their own option remove 
any or all of said assistant police- 
men by a majority of all Councilmen 
elect voting for the removal of any 
such assistant policemen 
Bepenl.

tor M. B. Trapp, is causing to be 
published in several newspapers of 
;eneral circulation throughout the 
state, a notice advising such public 
service^ corporations that any such 
nformation which they desire to sub- 
mit to the state board of equaliza- 
ion will be considered at a meet- 
ng of the board to be held for that 
mrpose on April 18th. 
The notice is being published by 


he state auditor in compliance with 


resolution authorizing such action 


dopted by the state board of equal- 
zation at a recent meeting, and the 
urpose aimed at is to remove from 
ic hands of the representatives of 
he large public service corporations, 
t least one of the technical objec- 
ons, which has become chronic in 


their efforts to resist the payment 
of taxes. 


In several suits restraining the 


collection of taxes for former years, 
attorneys for the railroads have set 
up as one of their claims in equity 
that the assessment of their property 
by the state board was made with- 
out giving them a fair opportunity to 
be heard and that they were af- 
forded no chance to prove before 
the state board of equalization their 
contention that the value of their 
property in the state -was relative- 
ly higher in proportion* to its real 
value than was the value of farm

"Tile use of the common drinking 


cup on railway trains, and in rail- 
way stations, in the state of Okla- 
homa, is hereby prohibited from, and 
.after May 1, 1910. 'Xo person, or cor- 
poration, in charge of, or control of, 
any railway train, or station, shall 
furnish any drinking cup for public 
use on such train, or in such station 
and no such person or corporation, 
shall permit on said railway train, 
or station the common, use of the 
drinking cup. There must also be 
posted in a conspicuous place by the 
drinking fountain in the ' passenger 
cars of all railway trains in the 
state of Oklahoma, and in all rail- 
way stations, a warning ca:rd board 
with printing thereon in large let- 
ters so they can be easily read. 


Drinking Cups In Schools. 


"The .use of the common drinking 


cup in the public and private schools 
and the state educational institutions, 
of the state of Oklahoma are hereby 
prohibited from and after May first, 
1910. iNo person, or corporation, in 
charge of, or control of, any public, 
or private school, or state educational 
institutions, shall furnish any drink- 
ing cup Jor public use, and no such 
person, or corporation, shall permit 
the said public, or private school, or 
state educational institution, the com- 
mon use of the drinking cup. The 
violation of the provision's ot this 
rule shah' be punished' "by law pro- 
vided."

(3) the discovery that where a num- 
ber of persons drank from a cup. 
previously used by'the sick, some of 
them became ill. 


Thousands of sufferers from tuber- 


culosis pass througn Oklahoma each 
year en route to southern and west- 
ern health resorts. No law can pre- 
vent, or should prevent this, but a. 
law can and should be enforced to 
decrease the opportunities for In- 
fection by our own people.

An Ordinance relating to and regu- 


lating the keeping and harboring 
dogs In the City of Ada, Oklahoma. 


Be It 'Ordained by the Mayor and 


Councilman of the 
City 
of Ada, 


Oklahoma: 


»«t Taj—Duty of fflarshnl. 


Section 1 Any person desiring to 


own, keep or harbor any dog, bitch 
or whelp within the corporate limits 
-at the City of Ada, Oklahoma, shall 
first pay the City Clerk annually the 
sum of one dollar for each dog, bitch 
or whelp owned, kept or harbored 
oy him as a license tax, \\he-eupon 
a license shall be Issued by said 
clerk to said persons, which shall 
contain a description of the dog, 
bitch or whelp to keep, such per- 
son Is thereby licensed, said license 
shall be signed by the Mayor and 
attested by the City Clerk who shall 
attach thereto the seal of the City 
All license issued under the pro- 
visions ot this Ordinance shall expire 
on the First day of April after their 
date, and the owner, keeper or har- 
borer of any such dog, bitch or whelp 
shall put or cause to be put around

ing the offices of assistant police- 
men in the City of Ada,, Oklahoma, 
and defining their duties. 


Be It Ordained by the Mayor and 


Councllmen of the City of Ada, 
Oklahoma: 


Duty of Mayor and Council. 


Section 1. That hereafter It shall 


be the duty of the Mayor and City

Duties of Assistant Policemen. 


Section 2 
It shall be the duty 


of the several assistant policemen to

lating any of the ordinances of the 
city; they shall also arrest all night- 
walkers, and all such persons as may
